Gov. Frazier in Proclama- 
tion Says People Must be 


Supplied With Lignite

BISMARCK, N. D.— Gov. Lynn 


J. Frazier today declared 
martial 


law in mining districts 
of North 


Dakota and announced he would 
take over the lignite' coal mines of 
the state, closed by a strike of the 
miners.

to it that the mines were reopened 
at once and that people of the state 
are supplied with coal. All persons 
nterfering with production in the 
mines will be arrested.

he situation; 


Word reached the capitol late last 


light that the miners would not re- 
urn to their posts in the coal mines 
hough the strike had been officially 
ailed off by national

The 1910 Wisconsin com crop had 


a surprise in store for Badger farm- 
ers, states the November report of 
Joseph A. Becker, of the Wisconsin 
Cooperative Crop Eeporting Serv- 
ice (U. S. Bureau of Crop Estimates 
and Wisconsin State Department of 
Agriculture). 
When actually har- 


vested, the crop yielded more gen- 
erously than was anticipated during 
the preceding months. 
The aver- 


age yield for the state is estimated 
at 47.0' bushels per acre, or a total 
production of 85,540,000 bushels as 
compared, with 77,678,000 bushels 
forecasted on October -I, 69,538,000 
bushels harvested in 1918, and a 5- 
year average (1914-1918) of 56,- 
110,000 bushels. 
This sets a new 


record as the largest previous pro- 
duction was 69,862,000 bushels in 
1914'. 
The yield per acre in 1918 


was 40.5 bushels, and the largest 
previous yield 41.2 bushels in 1906. 
The 10-year average' yield is 34.1 
bushels. 


•In Dane county the" average yield' 


of corn for. grain was 49 'bushels 
per acre, co'mpared to 46 bush°.ls 
last year.

on the 
status of 


Wisconsin as a dairying community. 


"Theijihighest rant of this state in 


comparison with others is in cheese 
production," he continued. "That is 
but typical of the tendency of the 
growth. Wisconsin stands .first 
in 


the entire country as a cheese pro- 
ducer, supplying two-thirds of the 
entire output." 
• 


"Statistics show that 
Wisconsin 


produced some 60,000,000 pounds of 
cheese in 1S90; 150,000,000 pounds 
ten 
years 
ago, 
and 
300,000,000 i 


pounds last year. The prediction is 
for half a billion pounds. 


"The butter situation 
compares 


favorably with that of cheese," Mr. 
Weigie 
declared. 
"The changes 


caused by war conditions have re- 
acted 
to 
Wisconsin's 
advantage, 


with the result that last year 100,- 
000,000 pounds of butter were pro- 
duced. 


"The manufacture 
of condensed 


milk,",.Mr. Weigle explained," has 
been an important -industry 
since 


the 
Spanish-American 
war 
first 


brought tht processes 
into promi- 


nence. In 191S condenseries in Wis- 
consin used 800,00(^000 pounds 
of 


milk. . Four -yeaijs ago there were 
19 condenseries in the 
state, and 


now there are 54. 


"As for that typically American 


dish, ice cream,1 Wisconsin has made 
it a staple form of food. It is rec- 
ognized by dietitians as highly nu- 
tritious and it is rapidly becoming 
an item on the daily menu. Wiscon- 
sin 
is producing 
and consuming 


about 3,000,000 gallons of ice cream 
annually. 
Its consumption is not 


confined to summer months—it

steady throughout the year. 


"Malted milk came

county, board,. Judge A. G. Zimmer- 
man of the county • court, cajls a.t- 
tention to inadequate salaries that; 
are being-' paid to those in' tlje couri- 
ty .court's, office and, asks "for. a rcr 
adjustment. 
. 


Citing-- the- increase in Jhe cost of 


.iving and the increases that have- 
-on extended to. judge* of . -other 
courts Judge Zimmerman asks an 
increase in' the salary of 'the county 
judge from $3,00(5 to ?5,000 c year;' 
an increase for . the- • cltrk 
from 


$1,500 to $3,000 and 'for the report- 
er from ?900 to $1,500." 'Judge Zim- 
merman's 
communication 
to the 


ward follows: 


"I herewith submit for approval 


my bond as county -judge for the 
;erm commencing the first Monday 
of January, 1920. 


"Incidentally, and to 'relieve mem- 


bers from undue personal solicita- 
tion, I -take this occasion to direct 
attention to, and to fbriefty indicate 
some reasons for, the proposed in- 
crease of compensation ;f or- the of- 
ricials of the Dane county court. 


•"In the first place, it may be not- 


ed that there has been no salary ad- 
justment made or requested' for 14 
years, and that since, by reason of 
increased wealth and population, be- 
sides various new additional duties 
prescribed by the legislature, the 
work and 
responsibilities 
of the 


county court as shown by ths rec- 
ords has more than ; doubled, and 
this alone would long since have 
justified increases had application 
been made. 


"Secondly. It is a well recogniz- 


ed fact everywhere, that during the 
past 10 years, and already well de- 
veloped before -the war, the cost of 
living has about doubled and the 
purchasing value of money has de- 
creased one-half, and that by reason 
of general world conditions and the 
enormous bonded obligations of the 
nations, this situation is not likely 
to be appreciably 
remedied 
for 


many years. ^ 


"This general condition has more' 


especially affected salaried people 
who could not pass the burden on 
or make an organized demand for 
adjustment. 
Industries, merchan- 


dise,. farmers, etc., . havo been en- 
abled to equalize the matter, •great- 
ly increased wages to largely meet 
the situation of workers, and the 
salary problem is everywhere being 
largely met by increased remuner- 
ation. 
It may be suggested 
lhat 


considering ''the cost of living and 
the depreciated value of money, the 
county judge, at a salary of $5,000 
now would bo loss real compensa- 
tion than $3,000 a dozen years ago. 


Thirdly. Recognizing the forego- 


ing conditions, the authorized bodies 
have from time to time provided sal- 
ary, increases during the past 15 
yoars or so, for all the 11 jndges'lo- 
"cated at Madison, except the coun- 
ty judge, as follows: 


"For the supftme court judges, 


from $5,000 to $6,000, then to $7,500 
and at the last legislative session 
to $8,500, annually.

I can only say that to us sitting in pur 
gardens in England, with the guns in France making 
Themselves felt by a throb in the air as unmistakable as 
an audible sound, or with tightening hearts studying 
the phases of the moon in London in their bearing on 
the chances whether our houses would be standing or 
ourselves alive next morning, the newspaper accounts
